Uncertificated Students, admitted for a two 
years’ course to one of the new Training Colleges, 
must pass at the end of the first year in Third 
Class Teachers’ Programme, and at the end of 
the second year in Second Class Teachers’ Pro- 
gramme. Any Unccrtificated Student who may 
leave the Coliege, at the end of tiic first year, 
will not be recoraised as a Trained Teacher.

(3.) Should be able to write a good hand. 
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Thej should also be ■well acquainted — 

(4.) With the English Grammars on Board’s Hat, and with the principal roots, prefixes and 
affixes employed in forming derivative words, and should also be able to "write with 
correct grammar and composition a simple letter on any suggested subject.
